I, Leo Plouffe, Jr., hereby state and declare that: 
Background 

1 . I hold the degree of Doctor of Medicine from McGill University, and I am currently a 
Group Medical Director at Eli Lilly and Company (Lilly), Indianapolis, Indiana. 

2. I am licensed in the areas of obstetrics and gynecology. In particular, I specialize in 
reproductive endocrinology and infertility, and I have practiced in this field for 17 years, 
in hospitals and medical schools as well as the corporate clinic. As a clinical physician, I 
have treated patients for infertility using FSH products such as GONAL-F and 
PUREGON as well as hCG products. As a result, I am quite experienced with the 
procedures for administration of such products. 

3. I have authored or co-authored sixty-three (63) peer-reviewed publications, book 
chapters, and review articles. My curriculum vitae are attached. 
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4. I have reviewed the family of related patent applications, including U.S. Patent 
Application Serial No. 09/744,431 ("'431 Application") and its divisional, U.S. Patent 
Application Serial No. 09/928,198 ("' 198 Application"). I have also reviewed the most 
recent Office Actions for these applications as well as the reference cited as Skrabanja et 
al. ("Skrabanja"), EP 0 853 945. 

5. I understand that the '43 1 Application and the ' 198 Application have an earliest effective 
filing date of July 23, 1998. This declaration describes the state of the art as understood 
by me while working as a physician on and before that date. 

The Use of FSH Products for the Treatment of Infertility 

6. At the time of the effective filing date of the applications, gonadotropins such as FSH 
were administered to patients by daily injections, intramuscularly or subcutaneously, 
typically one to three injections per day for a period of ten days to two weeks. Because 
many patients were not comfortable reconstituting and injecting themselves, a trained 
practitioner often performed the injections in a clinical setting. As a physician, I 
administered such injections to patients. 

7. As of the effective filing date of the '43 1 application, only unpreserved pharmaceutical 
FSH products were available for sale. Those products were available in specific package 
sizes. Prior to injection, the product had to be reconstituted with diluent to produce a 
solution for injection into the patient. The reconstitution step was often difficult and/or 
bothersome for patients to do by themselves. It required a special technique, such as 
slowly delivering the diluent and swirling rather than shaking the vial, to avoid 
degradation of the protein. Any remaining, unused product had to be discarded. Some 
patients required larger doses or multiple doses throughout the day; these patients had to 
reconstitute more than one vial daily. The only alternative to patient reconstitution and 
injection was clinical administration. A long-felt need existed for a preserved, liquid 
FSH formulation that could be used by the patient throughout the period of 
administration without the need to reconstitute daily and discard any remaining, 
expensive product. 

8. The dosage of FSH required for treatment of infertility varies according to the patient, 
and the dosage may be adjusted during treatment. In light of this, a patient may only 
need a portion of the product in a given vial. When administered in a clinical setting, the 
remaining product in the container, even though unpreserved, is usable for some period 
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of time. To avoid wasting expensive FSH product, the remaining product may be 
administered to the same patient or another patient during that period when the product 
remains usable, especially if the concurrent administrations occur within a period of 24 
hours. 

9. In my clinical practice, I occasionally observed such multiple administrations of 
unpreserved FSH products as that described in paragraph 8. In this sense, the 
unpreserved FSH product was suitable for multiple use. 

The Art Cited by the Examiner 

10. Skrabanja relates to a liquid gonadotropin-containing formulation comprising a 
gonadotropin and stabilizing amounts of a polycarboxylic acid or salt thereof and a 
thioether. Specifically, Skrabanja teaches that a liquid formulation of FSH and citrate 
can be stabilized by the addition of a sufficient amount of a thioether, preferably 
methionine, to the formulation. 

11. In its description of the liquid gonadotropin formulation, Skrabanja provides great detail 
of the required and optional excipients. Skrabanja describes with specificity the 
particular stabilizers, nonreducing di saccharides, nonionic surfactants, and cosol vents 
that are preferred for the formulation. Yet, Skrabanja never teaches or even suggests that 
any preservative can or should be added to the formulation. In particular, Skrabanja does 
not mention the use of meta-cresol, benzyl alcohol, or any other preservative in its 
formulation. 

12. In one aspect of its invention, Skrabanja teaches a cartridge containing a sterile liquid 
formulation. It states that the "cartridge may contain an amount of the liquid 
gonadotropin formulation corresponding to one or more therapeutic doses of the 
gonadotropin." Skrabanja, page 5, lines 22-25. Skrabanja further discloses a liquid 
medicament for the treatment of infertility that "can be in the form of a cartridge for 
multiple use." Skrabanja, page 5, line 41. 

13. In my opinion, Skrabanja's statements regarding multiple use do not suggest to a person 
skilled in the art of treating infertility that the liquid FSH formulations are or can be 
preserved. If preserved formulations were intended, Skrabanja would have explicitly 
described the addition of preservatives with the same detail that it described other 
excipients. It would have at least mentioned the possible use of a preservative, and most 
likely would have provided a preferred preservative. 
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14. Although it is rather ambiguous, the "multiple use" described by Skrabanja seems to refer 
to multiple administrations of unpreserved product to one or more patients within short 
period of time, as described in paragraphs 8 and 9 above. 

15. Thus, given the failure to mention any preservative in the liquid gonadotropin 
formulation of Skrabanja, coupled with the known practice of administration multiple 
injections of unpreserved gonadotropin solutions to patients, Skrabanja does not teach or 
suggest a liquid FSH formulation preserved with phenol, m-cresol, p-cresol, o-cresol, or 
benzyl alcohol to a person skilled in the art of treating infertility. 

The Invention of the '431 Application and the '198 Application 

16. The '431 Application provides a liquid formulation of follicle stimulating hormone 
preserved with phenol, m-cresol, p-cresol, o-cresol, or mixtures thereof, for use as a 
multi-dose product, whereas the '198 Application a liquid formulation of follicle 
stimulating hormone preserved with benzyl alcohol for use as a multi-dose product. The 
development of preserved formulations as described and claimed in these applications 
represents an advance over the art by avoiding the requirement for the patient to 
reconstitute the product at least once daily, and then discard the remaining reconstituted 
product, or alternatively having to be treated daily in a clinical setting. 

Summary 

17. In summary, the present applications provide liquid FSH formulation preserved with 
phenol, m-cresol, p-cresol, o-cresol, mixtures thereof, or benzyl alcohol, that may be used 
as multi-dose products. Skrabanja does not teach, motivate, or suggest a liquid FSH 
formulation preserved with any preservative. It merely provides a liquid gonadotropin 
formulation that can be in the form of a cartridge for multiple use. "Multiple use" does 
not convey to a person of skill in the art of treating infertility that Skrabanja's 
formulations can or should be preserved at all, particularly with phenol, m-cresol, 
p-cresol, o-cresol, mixtures thereof, or benzyl alcohol. It simply conveys that more than 
one injection may be made from any one particular cartridge. 

1 further declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true, that all 
statements made on information and belief are believed to be true, and that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so 
made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both (18 U.S.C. 1001), and may 
jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent isSunTgHhereon.
